Appalling  Disaster  !  Wreck  of  the  White 
Star  Steamship  Atlantic  ! 

A  most  terrible  disaster  occurred  off  the 
coast  of  Nova  Scotia  at  an  early'  hour  on 
Tuesday  morning,  when  the  White  Star 
ocean  steamship  Atlantic  went  ashore  on 
Mars  Head,  at  Cape  Prospect,  during  a 
heavy  gale.  It  is  understood  that  over  700 
of  the  unfortunate  passengers  were  lost  out 
of  the  thousand  who.  wer  e  on  board.  All 
of  the  women  and  children  where  drowned. 

During  hex  passage  across,  the  Atlantic 
encountered  very  heavy  weather,  but  all 
was  well  until  Monday  when  it  was  ascer¬ 
tained  that  the  coal  was  nearly  all  gone. 

About  12  o’clock  Capt.  Williams  and  his 
officers  believed  that  thev  were  making 
straight  for  Sombre  light,  \>nt  two  hours 
later  the  vessel  struck.  The  scene  at  that 
moment  was  a  terrible  one.  The  steamer 
bum  pep  on  the  rocks  two  or  three  times  aa 
the  heavy  waves  lifted  her,  showing  that 
her  doom  was  sealed.  Scarcely  had  the 
firet  shock  been  felt  than  the  passengers 
rushed  from  their  berths' in  cabin  and  steer¬ 
age  on  to  the  main  deck,  all  being  terrified 
and  awe-stricken  by  the  perils  that  surround¬ 
ed  them. 

An  attempt  was  then  made  to  cut  away  the 
boats,  and  one  was  soon  filled  with  men  and 
women.  It  was  too  late,  however,  for  the 
steamer  suddenly  careened  leeward,  falling 
over  on  to  her  beam  ends,  and  almost  im¬ 
mediately  sinking,  the  boat  already  spoken 
of  being  swamped  and  going  down  with 
her. 

Bo  close  in  to  shore  was  the  steamer  when 
she  struck,  that  several  of  the  sailors  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  swimming  ashore  with  a  line  af¬ 
ter  they  found  themselves  thrown  into  the 
sea.  Fortunately,  the  fishermen  who  live 
on  the  coast  were  on  the  lookout,  aud  they 
agsLsted  the  third  officer  and  his  compan¬ 
ions  in  hauling  in  a  rope  by  means  of  the 
halyards  they  had  so  bravely  carried  ashore. 
By  means  of  this  line  some  250  men  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  getting  safe  to  land,  though, 
shocking  to  relate,  none  of  the  women  or 
children  escaped  alive,  all  going  down  in 
the  raging  sea.

The  reports  regarding  the  loss  of  life  by 
the  tornado  in  the  vicinity  of  Canton,  Miss., 
on  Friday  night,  are  contradictory.  A 
special  despatch  from  Canton  says,  buildings, 
trees,  fences  and  everything  in  the  course  of 
the  storm  were  handled  like  straws,  and  for 
a  time  the  atmosphere  seemed  thick  with 
limbs  and  fragments  of  trees,  timbers  from 
buildings  and  fence  rails.  Wild  rumors 
were  circulated  last  night  as  to  the  extent  of 
the  number  killed  and  wounded,  and  it  has 
been  ascertained  that  only  two  persons  were 
killed  and  fifteen  to  twenty  injured.  The 
number  of  buildings  entirely  destroyed  is 
estimated  at  thirty,  besides  a  large  number 
are  damaged  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  A 
despatch  from  the  interior  says  that  the  loss 
of  life  will  reach  twenty.  A  despatch  from 
Jackson  says  about  a  dozen  houses  were 
destroyed,  one  negro  killed,  one  lady  fatally 
injured  and  a  number  of  other  persons'  seri¬ 
ously  injured. 

A  daring  attempt  was  made,  in  Brook¬ 
lyn  on  Monday  night  last  to  bum  the 
building  415  Fulton  street,  opposite  Bcerum 
street  occupied  by  different  parties  for  bu¬ 
siness  purposes.  The  second  floor  of  the 
premises  is  occupied  by  C.  H.  Daniells,  a 
costumer,  and  in  a  roar  room,  which  was 
well  stocked  with  costumes,  the  forewoman 
discovered  two  fires — ope  under  the  shelves 
and  the  other  in  a  closet  The  flames  had 
made  But  little  headway  and  were  soon  ex¬ 
tinguished  by  two  policeman  who  were  call¬ 
ed  in.  A  bottle  ox  alcohol  and  a  bottle  of 
turpentine  were  found  in  the  closet,  and  the 
floor  about  the  fires  was  saturated  with  the 
fluids.  After  the  excitement  caused  by  the 
fire  had  in  a  degree  subsided  it  was  discov¬ 
ered  that  a  Spanish  costume  suit,  valued  at 
about  one  hundred  dollars,  had  been  stolen 
from  the  room.  The  door  leading  from 
this  apartment  into  the  hallway  was  un¬ 
locked,  and  the  key,  which  had  been  miss¬ 
ing  for  several  months,  was  found  on  a  shelf 
close  by.  Mr.  Daniells  was  not  present, 
having  left  town  in  the  middle  of  the  day, 
and  the  insurance  upon  his  stock  could  not, 
therefore,  be  ascertained.
